Synopsis: Assistant United States Attorney JULIUS ALTMAN, 

Middle District of Pennsylvania, in advisory 
opinion on 1/13/70, stated that he did not believe 
prosecution could be sustained in this matter because facts 
indicated that there was a gun battle between police in 
armored car and snipers on 7/19/69 on 200 block of Green 
Street, York, Pa., and victims were injured from cross-fire. 
He stated that also victim, CLARENCE MACK AUSBY 1 s allegation 
that he was kicked by one of the police, while he was being 
taken to hospital by them after being wounded, and lying on 
floor of armored car could have been accidental because 
of his position on floor of crowded car. He stated that 
none of the facts in this matter indicated summary punishment 
of the victims by. the police.

DETAILS ; Assistant United States Attorney JULIUS ALTMAN, 

Middle District of Pennsylvania, Scranton, Pa., 
and SA NORMAN A. HENDRICKS discussed the facts 
of this matter on January 13, 1970. At this time Mr. ALTON 
gave his advisory opinion that prosecution in his opinion 
could not be sustained in this matter. He stated that the 
facts of thisjnmatter indicated that early in the morning 
on July 19', 1969 , there was a gun battle going on between 
York, Pa., Police in an armored car, and snipers in the 
-*•2 00 block of Green Street, which was just one of many such 
incidents going on in York at the time, due to extensive 
racial violence . He stated that it appeared that the 
victims were shot in the cross-fire between the police and 
snipers. He stated that victim, CLARENCE MACK AUSBY, 
admitted being in a s£mi-conscious condition while the police

After reading a story in the Gazette and Daily, the date being 
August 7, 1969, pertaining to Bennie L. Carter, 237 Green Street, and Clarence 
M. Ausby, 231 Green Street, who testified before the federal court in Harrisburg, 
Pennsylvania, that on July 19, 1969, they were shot by the police while sitting 
on their front porch, and had done nothing to deserve being shot, 

I want to call your attention to an incident which occured about 
1:00 a«m. Saturday, July 20, 1969, when the 1:00 sum* shift was leaving the park- 
ing lot at Dentsply International Inc, 500 W. College Avenue, York, Pennsylvania, 

During the entire day of Friday, July 19 , 1969, there was shooting 
in the vicinity of our factory,. Shortly before the 1:0*0 a.ra, shift was ready to 
leave the grounds I called the police department to dispatch a cruiser car to the 
vicinity of our factory to stand by while, the shift of mostly girls leave the lot. 

It was about 12:55 a.m, when the cruiser car arrived with three officers. We left 
them drive thru the Hartley Street gate into the yard.. The gates were again shut 
for a few minutes untill the girls got into their cars and drove up to the gate. 

The employees were instructed not to go east on College Avenue, then were started 
thru the gate one after the other. Only several cars got thru the gate when some 
person or persons started shooting. Only after the officers observed the fire from 
the guns being fired from Green Street did they fire back in that direction* All 
but two employees from the shift got out the gate. There was no armored vehicle 
in the vicinity at this time. It was only after the three officers called to the 
office for assistance that a armored car appeared. The officers left the property 
after calling for assistance. . • . . ' 

There is no doubt in my nind as to when Bennie Carter & Clarence 
Ausby were shot, because the shooting was coming from the vicinity of the Jerome 
Carter home, 239 Green Street, which is the first home on the west side of Green 
Street, north of College Avenue. 

Other persons who wall testify that the police did not fire a shot 
'untill some, person or persons on Green Street opened fire. These w;ere the persons * ! 
who were leaving the lot at that time, and are all employees at Dentsply Internat- 
ional Inc: Although the factory is on vacation now, they wall return August IS, 1969,

He furnished the following information; however, he declined 
to furnish a signed statement. 

He said that he had been in one of two of the 
Police Department’s armored cars the night of July 18-19, 1969, 
sometime around midnight during the riots in York, Pa. He 
had just come off of: his vacation and when he heard that a 
police officer had been shot, he called the department. He 
was told to report for duty. He was assigned to duty in 
the truck and sent to the vicinity of Green Street and 
College Avenue where the Dentists* Supply Company, 500 
College Avenue, was giving reports of shooting in the area. 

This was sometime around midnight. Assigned to duty in 
the truck with him were Officers MORROW, ENTERLINE, 

WILLIAMS, and Corporal FREY, the latter as driver. There 
was also another police department armored truck in the 
area because there had been reports of shooting in the 
area earlier in the evening. 

f The truck was coming South on Green Street in the 
200 block going toward College Avenue. When it got to the 
intersection of College Avenue , and Green Street, at the 
Dentists* Supply parking lot , he saw out the window of the 
truck near the parking lot of Dentists* Supply on the East 
side of Green Street, a black man running North on Green 
Street with a gun, either a rifle or shotgun. FARRELL was 
looking out the left side of the armored car when he saw him 
and lost sight of the black man as he passed from the limited 
view of the truck. At this time a shotgun blast hit the 
left side of the- truck as the truck was turning around to 
go back North on -Green Street. At this time one of the other 
officers in the truck said he saw a man with a gun and then he 
shot. The truck got turned around and went North on Green 
Street but there were no more shots fired by either the 
police or anyone in the area. 

He said that this truck did not pick up or take to 
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the hospital anyone that had been shot.

He said 
that he recalled they were sent by Police radio sometime 
around midnight to the vicinity of Green Street and College 
Avenue where there were reports of sftiper firing .

m the 200 block. When they got to College Avenue , he 
turned West on College Avenue, and it was about this time 
that he heard gun fire and it seemed that it was directed 
at the truck. He turned the truck around to go East on 
College Avenue and there were more shots at the truck. He 
thought they came from the first house on the West side of' 
Green Street which was about forty yards from the truck . 

He scrambled down in the seat and heard several return 
shots by the men in the back of the truck. The firing 
stopped and he then turned the truck back on Green Street 
going North. He stated as they passed the first house 
on the West side of Green Street, he noticed red and green 
shotgun casings on the sidewalk but continued to drive on* 
because of the situation. He said* that* the. truck did not 
take anyone to the hospital that night from Green Street.

HENDRICKS whom I know to be Special Agents of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. I have been fur- 
nished with a form entitled Interrogation; Advice of 
Rights which I have read and I understand. I have 
signed the waiver of these rights at the bottom of 
the form . 

”1 was born February 21, 1936 at Reading, Pa. 
and presently reside at Box 396, RD #5, Dover, Pa. 

I am employed as a policeman by the city of York , 
Pennsylvania. 


"During July 1969 I was working on the day 
shift and during the civil disorders in town I 
was assigned to work nights. On one of these nights 
I was assigned to an armored car witft Cp.l . EARL 
FREY, and. Officers WILLIAM FARRELL, FRED ENTERLINE 
and GERALD WILLIAMS. FREY was the driver of the 
vehicle and I was the radio operator riding in the 
front on a seat to the right of the driver . Our 
assignment was to patrol the troubled area and 
assist any patrol cars whibh became pinned down by 
gunfire. At one time. we were traveling East on 
Princess Street and as we arrived at the inter- 
section with Green Street we received a call to 
assist a patrol car at the Dent s ply parking lot 
which was taking fire. We turned South on Green 
Street and proceeded towards College Avenue. As 
we reached West Hope we started taking considerable 
gunfire from an unknown place and continued pro- 
ceeding South. Just as we reached College Ave . , 
and started to turn right to proceed West on ; ’

Racial cl 1 s cur ba nc es begs, n i n York , Pe nnsy i va n i a , 
on about 7/17/69, and continued -for approximately five or 
six days thereafter. The police established a curfew and 
attempted to seal off two areas of the town. There were 
numerous reports , of indiscriminate shooting by whites and 
blacks but it is not believed that very many of the persons 
responsible for the shooting have been identified. 

Robert Murphy, CRD, advised on 12/3/69, that 
the Department reviewed testimony given in a civil suit 
filed by Negroes seeking an injunction against the York, 

Pennsylvania Police Department and the Department picked 
five incidents which may be violations of the Civil Rights 
Statutes and requested preliminary investigations . In 

t hr ee incidents it is alleged victims wer e s truck by gu n ^ 

rare from police officers. In another, the victim was allegedly 
beaten by police following arrest. In the fifth instance a 
white newspaper man, Michael Cronin, was reportedly beaten on 
7/30/69, by a gang of white youths because he had written 
unfavorable articles concerning them. A witness reported that 
police officers observed the beating and made no attempt to 
stop it. This denial of protection could constitute a ' j 

violation of Civil Rights Statutes. - 
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The victims and other persons were sitting on 
Carter* s front steps at 237 Green Street, York, 
Pennsylvania during the early hours of July 19, 1969, 
when police, riding in a red and white armored truck, 
allegedly opened fire on them without cause. The 
two victims were wounded. Ausby was eventually taken 
partway to a hospital in a police armored truck and 
was then transferred to another vehicle. He claims 
that he was kicked and taunted by police officers on 
the way to the hospital while in the truck. Ausby 
resides at 231 Green Street, York, Pennsylvania.
